In Pincock-lane in the Shambles, in the Parilh of Chriſts-Church London, at one Sarah Cooks a wid- 
dowes houſe lodged a young man by name Laxrence Canthorn, who wrought in dreſſing of Oxen, 


. and other Beaſts, to one Mr. Jacksor a Butcher in the Shambles; Thurſday night being. a uſual time of 


killing againſt Market-day, this young man came to his Maſter, to know whether he ſhould goto work 
or no, which his Maſter told him, He thought would not be ſo convenient in regard of the Extremit 
of hot weather, (his Cuſtomers having not long before complained 3) but withal told him, He would ſend 
his Apprentice to call him to work by three a clock the next morning 3 whereupon he took his leave 
for thatnight: and tis like betook himſelf to the Society of his Companions and Neighbours for that 
Evening. 

Yioexr morning being come, his Maſter diſpatches away his apprentice by three a clock to call - 
him, who knockt --.,y often at his Chamber, but could not poffibly make him hear z whereupon, be- 
ing fearful ther might ſome ill betide him,the door was cauſed to be broke open,and there was he found

| C{ceming}+,*, not likely to live, being Speechleſs and Sightleſs, and ſohe continued : his Maſter (at a di- 
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Tat& of time) ſending often: to ſee how he was, 
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was ſtill anſwered, Worſe and worſe ; until at 
length word was brought he was Dead, which was accompanied with his Landlady's deſiring Mr. Jack- 
ſon to beſtow ſomething towards a Coffin 3 to which he freely did contribute (though he knew he could 
not want wherewith to bury him, having very good cloaths and linnen as any young man had thereabout, 
and had bought a pair of new hoſe and ſhoos that coſt about 16 (Lillings (to his knowledge) not 
many dayes before.) But ſo it was, he had not been (as was ſaid) dead many houres (before he was 
quite cold) he was committed to his Grave about 9 a clock the ſame Night in 6hriſ#-Church-Tard 3 
where he had not been many houres, but in the evening he was heard heavily to groan by a Woman 
lying in, whoſe Chamber was neer the Church-yard 3 whereupon the having a jealouſy it might be ſome 
lately buried, ſhe cauted her ſervant to go & call up the Sexton to come and ſee what the matter was: 
who did, but could not hear any thing (as he ſaid) though ſhe could nor relt in quiet for that doleful 
Noiſe, but ſent two or three times more to him, with the like ſucceſs as before. 

Yet ſtill this poor Woman was reſolved not to reſt, bat by her ſervant acquaints the Church-Wardens on 
the Sabbath day z who (inſtead of harkening to his mellage ) call d him 1dle Jack-anapes, and the like, 
and ſent the Boy his way : but for all their {lighting it, the cry grew ſo common 1in peoples mouths, that 
the Church-Wardens were again ſolicited to it by ſeverall of the pariſh; ſo rhat at length by order, on 
Munday morning the Grave was opened,where they found too true, what they could hardly credit before; 
for the Man was not quite cold, but Dead indeed now; and by ſtriving and {trugling beat his Eyes out - 
of his Head, having battered and bruiſed his Faceand Head that it was ſwoln as big again as before, to 
the great Sorrow and Aſtoniſhment of many hundreds that were Spectators thereot. 

Now as to the Deſign or occaſion of this Perſons being lo uſed, none can truly tell; but ſome report 
that there were a ſtring found about his Neck, as it he had been {trangled tor his Goods 3 but there is no 
ſuchthing, For *twas a cloth he wore there, having had an Impoſthume in his Throat; however Sarah Cook, 
his Landlady, is committed to Newgate on Sufpition, though asyet nothing can be look upon in it, but 
her over-haſty deſire torid her Houſe of a Dead Corps 3 only one thing was remarkable, T hat all the time 
of his Sicknels, his Siſter, and other Friends that dwelt not tarofi, were not ſent for neither were they ac- 
quainted with his Burial till afterward, who were then the main cauſe of procuring him to be taken 
up.
